THE BOARD OF COUNTY OOMMISSION- 
ers of Washoe county, tfe.v., sitting aa a 
Board of Town Trustee:!, October 4, ISSli, passed 
th» following 
1WU ORDINANCE NO. 25, 


An Ordinance to prsvlde for tho lighting of 
the streets aud alleys of Reno, and other 
purposes. 


Be It ordained by the Board of C»uuty Com- 
mlasioners of Washoe county. Nevada: 


1— That for tlio purpose of lighting 
the street*, alleys and public grounds and 
places of Keno, Washoe county, .Xevada, and 
the business and private houses therein with 
electric light, permission and authority is 
hereby ylrea J. L. Stevenson, of Heno, his 
heirs aud assigns, to use tue streets and alleys 
for the purpose of erecting poles, standards, 
lamps and other appliances necessary to gen- 
erate and convey, aud use electricity for il- 
luminating purposes, and the maintenauce 
and repairs thereof, for a period of *0 years. 
provided, that no roles or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as to mater- 
ially interfere with the said sidewalks, streets 
aud public places, for business cr travel, and 
tbat no- main wires ou tho principal streets 
•hall bo lower than twenty feet frora said 
streets. 


SECTICW 2— That the above authority and 
permission is given in consideration of and 
upon the condition that the said J. Li. Steven- 
son, his heirs or assigns, shall commence to 
construct and put in tho necessary plant for 
making or diatribntins an electric current fer 
the purpose of furnishing electric- lights in 
the business portions of Iteuo, within six 
months from 'he date hereof, Oct. 4, 1838, and 
shall have said plant in operation within 1'J 
months from t .e date hereof, and should the 
said J. L. Stovensen, his heirs or assigns, fall 
to comply with the foregoing conditions, tb.cn 
this Ordinance shall be void. 


SUCTION 3— This Ordinance shall take effect 
and be In force from the earliest period allowed 
by law.

It promised 
to protect the person and. property of citizens 
koth at homo and abroad, and to maintain th* 
dignity and honor of the nation, yctin its re- 
lation with Great llrituln it ha« shows itself 
nnwtlU»R to give protection to either persom 
or property, and feus permitted our Aac to be 
insulted, -without. pruper protwt, a^mast l 
sight of our shores, while by hasty and un 
seemly action it has tmuecessari.ly jeopardized 
our frUndly relations with. the, Mexican lie- 
public, and made our Jlation rid iculons in the 
e>*» «f th» world: Its evasion at civil ««rvic« 
reform, t» which its leading rnpr«aentatives 
are pledged, h»vu been bold, insiuent a»d law- 
less. It ha* shown itself ho friend to Nevada, 
because, auiosg its ffrH t acts -of aclmiuistration, 
it closed the United States Hint iiz Canon City, 
in utter violation ol t& law, to th e groat detri- 
ment of eyery miner and silve- producer in 
this State in particular, and of tbe public in 
caneral.

in the capital of this State. It has used the 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
silver us money, and by a refusal to execute 
the law and pay out silver for Government 
duos has kept the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced the price of 
silver since the inauguration of President 
Cleveland more than ilfteen per cent. It has 
closed many of our silver minca, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers out,of employ- 
ment.

"We favor a tariff upon ihe iui purled products 


of low-priced foreign labor, so as to protect 
the interests of Aluericun wage-workers, and 
for the development of American industries. 
We demand in behalf of our mining interests 
the maintenance of the present tariff on lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and in behalf of our wool-growing interests a 
restoration of the wool tariff of 18I>7, and we 
denounce the recent attempt of, the Democratic 
majority in the National House of itepresentu- 
tivt'9 to pass the /ilo-.-ri-son bill reducing the 
tariff on tha produces in' our mlnps imd plac'.-jy 
wool on the free list. 


IV. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
becoming landowners. The public domain 
Hhould be reserved as homesteads for actual 
settlers, and the accumulation of large tracts 
or bodies of land in the hands of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, and in 
the case of land grunts to railroad corporations 
where the corporations have failed to comply 
with the conditions of the grants the land 
should be forfeited lo the General Government, 
and held for thu bcnant of actual settlers. 


V. 


We favor the intelligent organization of la- 
bor for such worthy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for the protection of their interests 
in nil things relating to thair welfare ami to 
the industrial welfare of thu country, aud we 
favor the enactment of State and National 
laws providing for the settlement of contro- 
versies between employers and employees by 
methods of voluntary arbitration, ot by the 
establishment of courts of conciliation, which 
will avoid the wnBtn, loss aud ill-feeliiiK re- 
sulting from strikes and lock-outs, aud the 
usual expeusa of litigation. 


VI. 


Wo denounce the action of tke Democratic 


House of Representatives at its last session in 
striking from the bill to compensate the citi- 
zens of this State for losses sustained in tho 
Indian war of 1800 all claims for supplies fur 
nished for the suppression of Indian hostilities, 
and also for services rendered during that

hitherto unhappy 
> ouutry upon the prospect 
of an otrly and sucoessfnl termination of theirj 
long and patriotic struggle for tho right ot local 
self government." 
Thereby destroying the growth of a liberiv 
spirit throughout Ureat Britaiu. 


VIII. 


Wo commend tho onbrta of Soiutor Junes nnd 
Congressman Woodburn in obtaining an ap- 
propriation of SaU.OUO for public land surveys 
in this State, and wo condemn the action of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office in 
wi hholding moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and particul arly coademu the aciion of 
senator Fair in absenting himself i'rom Wash- 
ington during all tho time when appropria- 
tions tor this State were nudor consideration 
by tho Senate. 


' IX, 


We endorse the action of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn in their efforts to sup- 
press polygamy in Utah, and to check the 
growth of disloyalty to the Government in that 
Territory, and we fully endorse the principles 
of the bills introduced for that purpose by 
Congressman Wooduurn. "We endorss the ac- 
tion of the Republican Senate in passing in 
the early daya of the last session of Congress a 
bill well calculated to suppress the growing 
evil of polygamy, and check the growth of tue 
hostile power of the Morraoa Church, which is 
threatening the peace and tarnishing the good 
name of the United States. Wo condemn the 
action of ihe Democratic House of Ifepresent- 
at <ves in refusing during all the long session 
of Oougress which has just closed to consider 
any measure tending to relieve our country 
from the blighting curse of polygamy and 
polygamous rule in Utah and the surrounding 
Territories.

called Anarchists, and wo believe in the' most 
perfect protection to each and every individual 
iu the enjoyment of the fruits of all his pt-r- 
eoual »fforta to earn an honest livelihood. 
II. 


The paramount interest of civilization re- 
qjtiros that the money used us a circulating me- 
dium in any cuuntry shall at all times bear a 
constant ratio te the increasing population of 
that country. Contraction- of the currency in- 
volves all financial t-vils to whi-Ji n nation uan 
be subjected, among which are robbery of the 
debtor, stagnation of business, reduction of 
wages und thu enslavement of th> masses for the 
benefit of bondholders aud grasping creditors.

ress and a good woman. She was a 
true wife to her husband and tor years 
ttrove in her gentle, womanly way to 
wean him from tha vice of drink, thut 
beggared his talents aud ruined his li/e. 
About.ten years ago, when in S'»n Fran- 
oisco, poor Courtaine gave way alto- 
gether, and became a common drunk- 
ard. 
At times he wonid become a rav- 


ing maniac from drink, and wh«n his 
wife came here in 1877, It waa to find 
him in a ward in a charitable institution 
with a counterpane draped around him 
for a princely robe, and spouting Shake- 
speare. For a time her gentle influence 
prevailed with him; he reformed, and 
played a short engagement at the Stand- 
ard Theater, but he soon relapsed to his 
old wnya, and drifted out of sight. Oc- 
casionally he would be heard of as play- 
ing in some put of-tbe-wsy town, and 
then he would drop out of sight once 
mare. He '.vas a kindly-hearted, gener- 
ous fellow, and even in the depths of 
degradation ope could feel nothing but 
pity for him.—SI F. Post.
